— A  Lima  telegram  of  llie  2nd  say.s  that  a  loan 
will  piobalily  be  fluateii  in  Paris  fur  ihe  redemp- 
lion  of  tlie  provinces  of  Tacna  and  Arica. 

—A  lelegram  from  La  Paz,  Bolivia,  o(  the  30lh 
says  ihat  fears  are  eniertainid  there  of  a  revuluiion 
designed  lo  separate  the  provinces  ul  Sanu  Cruz, 
El  IJeui  and  CaiipoUcan. 

—A  Santiago  telegram  of  the  31st  ult.  says  that 
Ihe  situation  there  was  uiiciianged  in  regard  to  the 
clecioial  count.  The  excitement  and  anxiety  of 
the  pulilic  was  extreme. 


— The  I'rcsident  of  Perti,  Dr.  Nicoldo  Piernla, 
has  sent  his  cnufiratulatlons  to  Errazuriz.  Tlie 
Keyes  narii?.ans  say  that  it  is  because  Errniiuriz  is 
favoiable  lo  the  surrender  o(  Tncna  aud  Arica. 

—A  Snulingo  telegram  of  the  3oih  slntes  tliat 
the  Cliiliaii  clianiher  o(  deputies  will  annul  seven 
ol  ihe  votes  cast  for  Errazuriz,  because  of  llieir 
being  from  relalives.  This  will  not  ou  ly  give  tlie 
election  lo  Reyes,  but  will  creale  civil  war. 

—According  to  telegram*  from  Cllili  the  recently 
published  irenty  wiLli  liolivia  promises  the  provin. 
CCS  of  Tacna  and  Arica  to  Di.livia  in  case  they  re- 
vert to  '"lull,  Bolivia  agreeing  lo  pay  five  millions 
pesos  to  Chili  for  them.  This  looks  like  disposing 
of  pro])eriy  belonging  to  another. 

—A  Lima  telegram  of  llie  31st  snys  that  the  In- 
dians have  aliacked  an  expedilion  of  seven  Amer. 
icaiis  aiul  CermaiKs,  killing  four  of  ihem,  Olber 
reporls  of  Imlian  depredations  have  been  made, 
but  we  are  inclined  to  wait  for  mail  advices  before 
charging  the  much-abused  aborigine  with  all  these 
crimes. 

—According  lo  a  lelegram  of  ilie  2nd  from  San. 
tiago,  llie  iiohtical  situation  in  Chili  is  very  crit- 
ical. A  revolution  is  ihrentened  becnnse  the 
senate  has  yiven  a  seat  lo  an  Errazuriz  senator. 
The  forces  of  ihe  iwn  parties  in  congress  are  so 
evenly  divided  that  ihe  issue  is  very  doubtful.  The 
senate  i<  composed  of  iS  partizans  of  Errazuriz 
and  II  of  Keyes,  while  the  chamber  is  composed 
of  48  paitizans  for  each  candidaie.  This  gives 
Errazuriz  a  majority  of  seven  votes  in  congress. 


A7TR ACTIONS  Of  AUSTRALIA. 

The  Sydney  HtraU  ihiis  describes  the  sort  of 
experiences  which  a  man  goes  ihrough  who,  wilh- 
ont  capital,  iries  to  make  a  home  and  a  hving  on 
wild  land  in  Australia  : 

"If  tiie  sturdy  yeoman's  means  are  limited  he 
has  to  fiiid  a  selectable  spot  in  the  wilderness, 
which  is  no  easy  job  lo  begin  with,  burn  off  the 
Umber,  build  a  luimpy,  and  put  in  a  crop  which, 
if  not  killed  by  drought  or  ealen  by  bandicoots,  or 
consumed  by  bush  fires,  may  after  ihe  first  year 
yield  him  'damper.'  Next  year,  if  he  is  not  oust- 
ed for  inability  lo  pay  inieresi,  and  everything  does 
not  happen  lo  be  carried  away  by  a  flood,  and  the 
neighboring  squatler  does  not  wear  him  out  with 
litigaiioii,  and  the  roads  are  not  too  boggy  to  get 
to  market,  he  may  achieve  salt  junk.  After  that, 
by  caichilly  patching  his  pants  with  flour  bag  and 
fastening  ihem  to  his  braces  with  a  rusty  nail,  so 
as  lo  save  the  expense  of  buttons,  and  ofher  econ- 
omies, he  may,  if  the  seasons  keep  tolerably  good, 
struggle  along  to  an  eaily  grave  under  a  ringbark- 
ed  gum  iree,  and  by  dint  of  constant  worrying 
may  get  hi?  sons  inio  the  police. 

"That  is  a  fairly  successful  career  for  a  man  who 
goes  on  the  land  without  plenty  of  money.  The 
young  man  who  lias  that  desideiaium  may,  if  he 
likes,  do  the  same,  or  he  may  spend  his  capital 
buying  in  a  good  farm  in  a  civilized  locality  with 
easy  access  tn  market,  and  surrounded  by  all  the 
comforts  of  a  gentleman's  lit?.  Neither  prospect, 
however,  is  very  alluring  lo  one  who  has  money 
enough  to  live  in  a  nice  suburban  villa  iviihout 
any  of  the  toils  and  anxieties  whicli  beset  the  man 
who  depends  for  a  living  upon  what  he  raises  from 
the  Koii.  Tliai  son  of  young  man  knows  too  per- 
fectly when  he  is  well  olT  to  sink  his  capital  in 
fanning  or  anything   else  that    means  hard  work." 


THE  TVRBOTS  BALL-AND-SOCKET 
EYE. 

Lying  limp  and  slimy  on  a  fislnnoiiger's  slab,  or 
dry  and  sandy  in  ihe  Dutch  fi-hwives'  baskets,  the 
inrbot  are  perhaps  the  least  interesting  of  fish. 
When  swimming  in  an  artificial  sea  or  Ivnig  on  ihe 
sandy  botlom,  they  are  ihe  mo.'-t  allractive  of  all  of 
ihe  denizens  of  this  mock  ocean,  and  whether  at 
lesl  or  in  million,  have  an  air  of  vigilance,  vivac- 
ity, and  tnieilineiicc  greater  tlian  lliat  of  any  of 
the  normally  shaped  fish.  This  is  in  part  due  to 
their  iiabits,  aud  in  part  to  ihe  expiession  of  ihe 
flat  fish's  eye.  This,  which  is  sunk  and  invisible 
in  ihe  dead  fish,  is  raised  on  a  kind  of  turret  in 
llie  living  turliot,  or  sole,  and  set  there  in  a  half- 
revolving  apparatus,  working  almost  as  independ- 
ently as  the  "ball-and-socket"  eyes  of  the  chame- 
leon. There  is  this  difference,  however,  in  ihe  eye 
of  the  lizard  and  of  the  fish.  The  iris  of  the  cha- 
meleon is  a  mere  pinhole  at  the  top  of  the  eyeball, 
which  is  tluiB  absnlnlely  without  expression.  The 
luibot's,  or  "butt's,"  eyes  are  black  and  gold  and 
HUensely  btight,  with  none  of  the  fixed,  staring 
stupid  appearance  of  ordinary  fishes'  eyes.  It  lies 
upon  ihe  sand  and  jerks  its  eyes  independently 
into  position,  to  survey  any  pari  of  tlie  ground  sur- 
face, tlie  water  above,  or  that  ou  either  side  at  any 
ant;Ie. 

If  it  had  lit:ht  lays  to  project  from  its  eyes,  in- 
stead of  to  receive,'  the  effect  would  be  precisely 
that  made  by  the  sudden  shifting  of  ihe  jointed 
apparatus  which  casts  ihe  electric  liyht  from  a 
warship  at  any  angle,  on  to  sea,  sky,  or  liorison. 
'I'he  turbot,  ihough  ready,  graceful  swimmers, 
moving  in  wavelike  undulations  across  the  water, 
or  dashing  off  like  a  flash  when  so  disposed,  usu- 
ally lie  jierfecily  still  upon  ihe  boitom.  They  do 
not,  like  the  dabs  and  the  flounders,  over  them- 
selves with  sand,  for  they  mimic  the  color  of  the 
gtiumd  with  such  absolute  fidelity  that  except  for 
llie  shinini;  eye  it  is  altrost  impossible  to  distin- 
guish them.  It  would  appear  that  volition  plays 
.vime  part  in  this  subile  conformity  10  environ- 
nieni;  for  one  inrhoi,  which  is  blind,  has  changed 
I'l  a  lint  100  light,  and  not  at  all  in  harmony  wilh 
that  of  ihe  &s.\\A.~Speclatoy, 


Hkke  is  an  act  of  parliament  alhuvint;  a  young 
woman  to  propose  to  the  man  of  her  choice.  It 
»as  passed  in  122S  by  Queen  Margaret  of  Scotland: 
"Let  it  be  ordained  ihat  every  maiden  ofbolh  high 
ami  low  degree  shall  have  lil)erty  to  propose  to  the 
man  she  loves.  If  he  refuses  to  take  her  to  be  his 
"ife,  he  shall  pay  her  one  hundred  pounds,  or 
1.  ss,  if  his  estate  cannot  yield  this,  fie  is  lo  be 
e\empted,  however,  if  he  is  already  engaged  to  a 
lady."  This  act  of  parliament  has  never  been 
repealed.  In  leap  year  it  might  serve  to  drive  all 
Ihe  bachelors  into  the  woods.

SUNDAY  STROLL  IN  HAVANA. 
It  was  a  briglit,  balmy  morning  in  the 
month  of  November  whea  Dick  and  I, 
after  bieakfast  was  over,  started  out  for  a 
stroll.  We  had  been  awakened  at  an  un- 
earthly liour  in  the  morning  by  martial 
strains  oi  music  under  our  windows,  whicli 
announced  tiie  weekly  review  of  the 
"Gtiardia  Civil."  We  had  enjoyed  a  deli- 
cious breakfast,  served  and  explained  in  a 
poetic  and  fervid  way  by  our  host  in  his 
most  effective  manner,  and  were  prepared, 
when  we  iiad  lighted  two  of  his  choice 
rrrecn  pcrfectos,  to  wander  out  and  see 
what  we  could,  before  Old  Sol  made  li 
self  too  disagreeable. 

The  Central  Park  of  the  city  was  close  at 
hand,  and  passing  through  it  we  saw  ihe 
large  bronze  statue  of  Queen  Isabella  II. 
bv  the  sculptor  Vega.  I  do  not  think  that 
it  can  be  said  that  the  Cubans  waste  much 


tinu'  ailniiiiiig  the  wink  of  ait,  in  ^pile  of 
the  fiicl  ih.u  Kronde  rcmaiks  cnncerninu;  it, 
in  his  sarcastic  sivle.  thiit  "lime  and  dis- 
tance seem  111  have  disinfected  hi;r  memory." 
At  ihe  base  of  thi.s  statue.  Imwcvcr,  In  the 
(■vi'iiiiif;— llio  best  piirt  of  the  day— one  can 
study  the  life  uf  Ihivuna  at  ii.s  best  and 
worst  at  the  same  time.  Cri-at  crowds 
gather  here  to  gi..ssi|)  and  be  fanned  by  the 
sunset  breezL's,  and  listen  t(*  ihe  music 
which  is  rendered  by  s,  nu-  d  ihe  military 
biuuis  iif  ihe  city,  When  ihu  niaiine  band 
plays  this  is  u'.illv  a  lirai,  but  this  is  more 
than  can  be  s.ud  uf  uny  ul  the  nihers. 

Leaving    llie    p;irk.    \vc  pa;scd  dtiwn  the 
Pradd,  with  Us  ibit;i'  niiirs  ^A  Indian  laurel 
trees    reaching    iiwav    U'waid     ihc     Moiro. 
While  pas-iing  along  ihis  famous  street  one 
is  inslantly  slnick  by  ihc  ditlorL-nce  between 
this   hit  of  OKI  ^^pain    ami    uur  American 
lilt;    only    ninety    miles    away,   across    the 
Stiuits  ol   Florida,     The  (orms  oi  architec- 
tme  ;\re  uf  the  must  curit)us,  the   lioxliUe 
api»eaiance  of  the  houses  as  well  as  llieir 
maleii.il    giving    them  a  bleak    and  rather 
descried  look.     The  walls  are  of  all  sorts 
(if  colors,  someiimes  of  the  most  iliscordant 
shades.     The  street  itself  is  far  from  clean, 
ami  die  general  itleet  is  not  vety  pleasing. 
Tht'ii  ihcie  are  things  wliich  the  American 
visitor   misses,    as,  for  example,    the  almost 
total  hick  of  fhimiieys    1  do  not  know  but 
this  is  an  adv.uuagL-,      Most  of  tlie  cooking 
is    dnne    over    a    charcoal    lire,    and    a    real 
sto\e,  such  as  we  are  accuslomed  to  ace,  is 
a  ciirinsiiy.     Then  there  :.ire  ihc  windows 
the  sti.nige  ;ippeaiaucc  they    present,  com 
pleuU'    barred    over    ihe  whole  face    of  the 
house,  is  not  easily  foi  gotten,  and  is  among 
the    liLsl    impressions     of  the    liaveler.      it 
seems   to  be  one  of  the  necessities   of  the 
cliuKite  whicli  all  have  accepted  as  Inevit- 
able.    Out;   uaiurally  associales    such    bar- 
ricades   widi    jails    and    lunatic    asylums. 
Thcv  uie  hardly  thought  of  as  the  possible 
accessoiies  of  a  private  house,    perhaps  the 
hctme  of  a    frienil,    or  even   a  hotel.      Here 
they  invariably   fiont  the    street,  and  as  the 
solid  inside  shutters  are  cln.setl  during  the 
greater  part   of  the  day,    the  appearance  of 
the  liouses  from  the  street   is  dismal  in  the 
exlreine,      At    night   these  arc    the  fixvorite 
fliriaiion  corners,  and  when  the  lamps  are 
lit  and  the  soft  light  fdls  upon  sunny  young 
fices,  and    tlie  sound    of  some  bright  song 
ov  a  joyous  peal  of  laughter  breaks  upon 
the  ear,   the  whole  scene  is  changed  as  if 
under  the  inlhience  of  manic. 

At  the  end  of  our  long  walk  we  had  be- 
foie  us  ihe  ancient  and  almost  impregnable 
fortress,  Morro  Castle,  which  lies  just  across 
the  bay,  a  most  impressive  sight.  Its 
frowning  parapets,  dominated  by  the  O'Don- 
nell  light,  rising  tn  a  height  ol  [20  feet,  are, 
hke  Gibraltar,  made  of  the  rock  of  the  pro- 
montory, and  in  many  portions  are  cut  out 
of  its  solid  mass.  This  spleniiid  piece  of 
work  is  said  to  liave  cost  over  $6,000,000, 
and  is  supposed  to  be  as  near  impregnable 
as  anything  can  he  in  these  days.  Very 
few  people  can  say  that  ihey  have  been 
within  its  walls,  as  most  of  those  who  do 
go  in  never  get  out  to  tell  their  experiences; 
and  visitors  are  not  allowed,  so  great  is  the 
fear  of  spies.  It  rises,  tall,  solemn,  and 
formidable,  straight  up  from  the  water's 
edge,  wliere  it  stands  guard  to  tlie  entrance 
of  the  harbor,  which  is  here  only  1,000 
yards  wide.  Its  armament  does  not  seem 
to  be  of  the  modern  type,  consisting  mainly 
of  Dahlgren  guns,  the  bore  of  the  largest  of 
them  being  about  ten  inches;  but  it  is 
majestic  enough  even  without  these  finish 
iiig  touches,  which  make  It  look  a  Utile  like 
a  porcupine,  always  ready  for  business. 
Once  on h'  has  it  been  forced  to  suiiender. 
Ill  1762  iho  Knglish  succeeded  in  capturing 
il,  but  lost  it  again  the  next  yean  A  little 
further  along  on  the  same  cliff  is  another 
fortress,  known  as  the  Cabafias. 

After  wandering  about  for  a  time,  we 
turned  our  steps  toward  the  cathedral.  It 
is  not  an  interesting  building  from  an  archi- 
tectural standpoint,  the  combination  of 
Gothic  and  Latin  forms  not  being  fort- 
unate, to  say  the  i east.  The  structure  was 
completed  In  1724,  its  construction  having 
occupied  about  seventy-five  years,  The  in- 
terior is  almost  as  devoid  of  beauty  as  the 
exterior— in  fact,  it  looks  tawdry  and 
squEilid.  We  went  Inside,  thankful  for  the 
piotection  of  its  darkness  from  the  glare  of 
the  outside  light.  After  some  little  search 
we  found  the  monument  of  Columbus.  We 
already  knew  that  it  was  a  wretched 
memorial  of  a  man  with  such  genius  and 
daring,  but  we  were  nevertheless  desirous 
of  seeing  the  supposed  resting  place  ol  his 
dust.      I  say    "supposed,"  because  there  is, 


as  usual,  ilii-  shadow  of  a  doubt,  due  to  the 
carelessness  1  r  willful  neglect  of  ihe  perstms 
who  transffiicd  his  (or  IiIn  brothei'sl.  bonea 
ti)  this  place.  Columbus  died  at  V.ill.ulnlid 
in  1506,  and  his  remains  weie  tidon  to 
Seville  In  1:13,  'I'hey  wro-  imn^tened  to 
San  Domiiiiio  in  1536,  aUii  on  Jan.  t5, 
1796,  soimliody's  bones- wheiher  thnse  of 
Christopher.. r  <if  Diogo,  uu  one  knows,  ami 
no  one  will  prnl}ably  ever  find  out  — were 
lironght  heir  and  iiistath-d  in  this  cathedral 
with  a  Ricai  deal  of  pomp,  no  di'nbl.      Hut 


one  feels  like  jiitymg  poni  (  i>luuilius  when 
we  see  ihe  end  of  all  his  braven'  and  bis 
struggles. 

On  the  h-i-hand  side  o!  ihe  <!mihc!  we 
found  a  \eiy  commonplace  slah,  with  a 
bust  in  relief.  This  is  l)ad  enoui^h,  but 
the  inscriplu.n  surpas^'s  eveiylhing  in  con- 
nection widi  its  appearance.  The  author 
of  the  lines  ;s  unknown— peihaps  it  is  just 
as  well  that  he  Is,  for  the  elVect  upon  the 
reader  is  ii;i.:ing  enoui;li,  without  liis  being 
called  upon  lo  endure  any  furthei  stroke. 
We  could  ih.i  icsist  a  smile  as  wu  lead  the 
impassioned  words ;

were  mam'  whose  thoughts  were  undoubt- 
edly far  from  eaith  or  the  things  of  eaitb.  I 
remember  one  sad.  worn  face  in  particular, 
wdiicli  wLiii  still  sweei,  because  youth  had 
not  been  coni|detely  wiped  (Mit  of  it.  There 
was  die  solemn  and  anxious  louk,  whicii 
told  of  caie  come  too  soon  ihat  is  so  often 
seen  on  ilie  (aces  oi  Spanish  or  Italian  ma- 
donnas. And  wh,it  a  pleasant  contrast 
tliey  made  with  die  flippant  'Molly"  not  far 
away,  wlio  w,is  there  evidently  to  see  and 
be  seen  I  While  I  had  been  engagetl  in 
this  study  of  the  faces  before  me,  my  com- 
panion had  also  had  his  eyes  about  him, 
for,  taking  me  iiv  ihe  aim,  he  said  :

We  believe  it  will  be  of  advantage  Ko  our 
readers  to  reproduce  the  opinion  of  l'"nglish 
specialisls  upon  the  resources  of  a  state 
which  conld  very  soon  be  able,  willi  advan- 
tage and  under  the  best  conditions,  to 
sujiplv  the  food  products  wiiich  we  now 
iinpnrl  from  the  Ai<<entine  republic, _  and 
which  contribute  so  mucli  to  our  bad  Ihiaii- 
cial  situation. 

Tliis  is  what  Mr.  P.  Callan  says  : 
"Paranii  is  a  sea-board  province  of  I5ra:cil, 
situated  immediately  south  of  S.  Pauh»,  and 
extends  into  the  interior  as  inr  as  the  Paraii;! 
river. 

Ill  the  centre  of  a  chain  o{  mountains, 
whicli  rise  near  the  coast,  the  country  in  a 
table-land  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  level. ^ 
This  elevated  region  consists  generally  ol 
plains  covered  with  new  grass,  capofs  (bushy 
camp  lands}  ftnd  forests,  where  may  be 
seen  many  auracarias  (15ri\zilian  pines]. 

1  was  mucii  suprised  with  the  excellence 
of  the  clinute.  During  the  day  the  sun  is 
almost  invariably  hot.  generally  accompan- 
ied by  an  agreeable  sea  breeze.  The  niijlits 
are  cool  and  damp  with  falling  dews.  In 
winter  there  are  light  froMs,  but  snow  is 
almost  unknown.  Paran;!  owes  its  admir- 
able climate  to  its  great  height  above  the 
sea  level   and  to  llie   influence  of  wind  cnr- 

TLMltS. 

The  water  here  is  remarkably  abundant. 
Rivers  anil  streams  cnt  the  state  in  every 
direction,  forming  at  the  s;\nie  lime  excel- 
lent valleys.  I  attribute  this  abundance  prin- 
cipally to  the  (act  of  the  humidity  being 
continually  evaporated,  comlensed  and 
deposited  in  the  form  of  rain  on  Uie  chain 
of  mountains  which  forms  a  barrier  on  the 
side  toward  the  ocean. 

Drouth  is  unknown  in  the  piovince, 
which  is  not  subject  to  excessive  rains  nor 
to  tempests. 

The  grass  is  luxuriant  and  varied.  The 
best  plains  are  covered  with  cap'wi  numoso, 
which  is  abundant  on  every  plantation. 
The  gm)fia  variety,  whicli  is  soft  and  nutri- 
tious, is  the  herbage  of  recentiy-cleareil 
lands,  as  well  as  of  the  pasturage  plains  ;  it 
remaining  to  be  noted  that  the  country  is 
still  so  unsetded  tlial  it  is  necessary  at 
inleivals  to  barn  the  herbage,  which 
leaclies  a  great  height.'' 

Speaking  of  this  same  stale  ol  Paranit 
Mr.  Greenleaf  thus  expresses  himself; 

"In  order  to  give  an  idea  of  liie  opulence, 
in  (he  matter  of  pasturage,  my  pasture 
enclosure  [poireiro]  is  sullicient.  It  is  a 
pasture  covered  with  natural  giass.  Not- 
wiihstaiuling  it  contains  only  100  acres  ol 
which  the  greater  part  is  composed  of 
woodland,  it  nevertlielcss  supports  250  bead 
of  caltle  and  horses  during  the  whole  year. 
I  never  cut  the  grass  and  I  only  give  maize 
to  the  horses  when  they  have  to  make 
jonincys  ;  however  they  always  remain  fat. 

There  can  be  here  sustained  150  head  of 
cattle  per  .square  mile,  which  in  my  opinion 
would  be  considered  impossible  in  'I'e.xas 
and  Colorado. 

Sheep  do  well  here.  The  monntainous 
pans  of  the  province  should  eventually  be 
the  region  adapted  to  sheep,  although  the 
natives,  through  their  indolence,  have  not 
taken  a  true  appreciation  of  this  industry 
and  consider  it  very  laborious.  The  horses 
and  cattle  graze  the  whole  year  without 
feeding  maize  or  hay,  and  with  but  little 
Halt.  In  ev!;ry  place  where  they  find  woods 
10  slielter  themselves,  they  are  in  good 
condition.  I  have  n|;ver  heard  it  said, 
during  the  many  years  of  my  residence  here, 
that  there  has  been  an  epidemic  among  the 
stock,  whether  cattle,  horses,  or  sheep,  nor 
even  is  scab  known  among  the  sheep, 
Without  a  doubt  it  is  one  of  Uie  first  pastor- 
al countries    in  the   world.     It    would    1:

breezes.  Although  we  have  some  very  hot 
(lays  in  summer,  nevertheless  the  nights 
are  invari.ibly  cool  and  in  truth  marvelbnisly 
uniform,  taking  into  accnunt  the  dilVcTent 
seasons.  The  rains  are  abundam,  Init  arc 
not  continuous,  that  is,  in  the  well  d(.>[ined 
rainy  season,  'I'here  are  showers  ilirungh- 
out  the  wliole  year.  Droulli  is  unkni>wn.

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\Vk  must  cietlit  Deputy  Glycerio  with  at 
least  one  good  measure.  Ou  the  31st  he 
presented  a  bill  making  tlie  pay  of  deputies 
and  senators  contingent  on  actual  attend- 
ance. The  rate  will  be  continued  at  75$  a 
da)-,  but  it  will  dale  only  from  arrival,  and 
will  be  counted  for  absences  only  when  ex- 
cused for  illness  or  other  just  cause.  If  the 
patriotic  legislator  wishes  to  leave  the 
capital,  he  must  get  leave  of  absence,  which 
cannot  p.xceed  thirty  days,  \^'e  have  given  a 
liberal  rendering  ol  the  bill,  for  it  is  worded 
tenderly  so  as  not  to  offend  the  ifrios  of 
legislators  who  come  to  Rio  one  or  two 
months  late,  who  spend  their  time  here  on 
the  Otividoror  attending  to  private  business, 
and  who  go  a\vay  to  manage  elections  or 
to  visit  Europe  at  ple.isure  and  for  unde- 
termined periods.  Tu  those  of  us  who  are 
not  loaded  down  with  the  peculiar  patriot- 
ism which  characterizes  tliese  gentlemen, 
■their  proceedings  seem  decidedly  irregular, 
il  not  dishonest,  Tliey  accept  an  important 
oHice  which  they  do  not  fill,  and  they 
undertake  to  render  a  needed  service  which 


is  at  once  forgotten.  But  tliey  draw  their 
salaries  all  the  satne,  and  the  work  assigned 
to  them  is  not  done.  This  in  private  life 
would  be  called  tricky  and  dishonest,  and 
we  see  no  reason  for  calling  it  anything 
other  when  applied  to  legislators,  Although 
llie  finances  of  llie  country  will  not  permit 
a  waste  of  its  revenues,  these  men  ijo  not 
hesitate  to  neglect  their  duties  during  the 
regular  sessions,  and  then  to  call  expensiue 
special  sessions  to  complete  their  neglected 
duties.  It  may  be  wliat  they  believe  to  be 
patiiolism,  hut  to  the  humble,  simple-mind- 
ed citizen  il  is  rank  dishonesty.  Let  us 
Juipe  that  the  bill  mentioned  will  pass  at 
once,  and  that  it  will  be  made  even  stronger 
than  its  author  designs. 


Whf-V  the  American  minister  called  on 
the  minister  of  foreign  atTiir.s  a  fetv  d.iys  ago 
to  give  formal  notice  of  the  coming  of  a 
commission  of  American  business  men,  the 
latter  seems  to  iiave  at  once  ptopo.sed  pla- 
cing the  Lapa  building  at  the  dispo'^iiion  of 
our  visitors  for  the  purpuse  of  an  exposition 
of  American  products.  If  this  is  to  be  one 
of  the  methods  by  which  American  trade  is 
lo  be  promoted,  we  must  at  once  record  an 
umjualifi-d  protest.  Of  all  the  schemes 
devised  tu  pminnte  trade,  the  exposition  is 
probably  the  most  abused  and  the  most 
over-rated.  In  most  cases  it  is  nothing 
but  a  swindling  humbug,  a  scheme  created 
merely  lo  enable  certain  officious  men  to 
display  themselves  and  enjoy  good  salaues 
at  the  expense  of  others.  During  the  many 
years  of  our  lesidence  in  this  city  we  have 
been  periodically  invaded  by  these  e.^posi- 
tidii  promoters,  and  very  few  of  them  have 
left  a  regret  huhind  them.  Some  of  them, 
like  John  C.  Kip  Hopper  and  Eduardo 
Arthuc,  actually  did  more  harm  by  their 
pretentious  schemes  and  persistent  begging 
than  could  he  made  good  by  legitimate 
business  meihods  in  a  decade.  It  is  a 
ctirlous  fict  that  almost  every  attempted 
revival  of  American  trade  in  .South  Amer- 
ica has  not  only  been  spasmodic  in  cliar- 
acier,  but  has  also  been  accompanied 
by  3ome  kiml  ol  an  exposition  project. 
There  have  always  been  some  impecunious 
individuals  attached  to  tlie  propaganda,  and 
they  have  invariably  brought  it  to  grief. 
Noiv,  this  time  let  us  have  something  differ- 
ent. We  don"t  want  any  expositions,  nor 
any  Orewoiks !  We  would  even  abolish  all 
|iati  iotic  gush  and  Monroe  doctrine  twaddle, 
if  that  were  possible.  The  commission  now 
on  this  coast  is  composed  0?  practical,  res- 
ponsible and  substantial  business  men.  At 
home  they  are  accustomed  to  manage  their 
aflairs  on  sound  business  principles,  They 
first  make  themselves  familiar  with  the  wants 
of  their  customers,  and  then  they  devote 
iheir  best  energies  to  the  task  of  supplying 
lliose  wants.  Why  not  do  the  same  liere.^ 
Why  not  find  out  exactly  what  t!ie  South 
American  markets  desire,  and  then  see  if 
they  can  meet  the  requirement  in  every 
particular.'  There  is  no  occasion  whatever 
for  an  exposition,  for  it  will  not  pay  a  tenth 
of  its  expense  and  will  make  no  impression 
on  the  consumer.  The  majority  of  people 
who  go  to  expositions,  merely  seek  to 
gratify  their  cnriositj'.  It  is  a  kind  of  en- 
tertainment to  them,  which  is  quite  for- 
gotten as  soon  as  the  next  novelty  comes 
along.  We  do  not  assert  that  ail  expositions 
have  hcen  fruitless,  nor  that  some  inquiries 
for  goods  do  not  result  from  every  one  of 
them,  but  we  do  assert  that  the  majority  of 
them  do  not  pay  for  the  time,  money  and 
energy  spent  upon  them.  The  best  way  to 
mtrodnce  American  goods  into  this  or  any 
other  market,  is  to  open  American  houses 
for  that  purpose,  and  -they  should  be  sub- 
stantial business  houses  as  well,  with  suf- 
ficient capital  behind  them  to  command 
respect  and  confidence.  If  some  novel 
way  to  introduce  the  goods  is  desired,  then 
let  the  manulacturers  or  export  bouses 
combine  to  open  a  bazaar,  or  combination 
retail  shop,  for  the  express  purpose  of  mak- 
ing the  customer  familiar  with  them.  The 
money  invested  in  sach  a  conGern  will  not 
be  wasted,  as  will  surely  be  the  case  with 
what  is  put  into  an  exposition.

spccily  all  the  duties  wiiich  Ihe  nurses  will  be  ci- 
pected  to  perform. 

In  regard  to  ihe  foregoing  it  ijitty  be  said 
that  an  authoritative  statement  has  been 
sent  to  the  editor  of  7>-«tt,  frotti  which  he 
will  see  that  the  managers  of  an  Englisli 
hospital  in  a  loreign  city  are  subJecleJ  to 
even  greater  "inconvenience  and  loss    in 
diflrculties  of  this  character.     No  one  can 
regret  such  an  incident  more  than  the  direc- 
tors of  the  Strangers'  Hospital  do.  lor  it 
not  only  involves  a  considerable    loss   to 
the  scanty  funds  of  the  hospital  ihrougli  the 
withdrawal  of  these  nuisesand  the  introduc- 
tion ot  substitules,  but  it  also  involve,*  the 
loss  of  nurses  whose  efficiency  was  recug- 
iiized  and  who  had  become  accustomed  to 
the  work  and  to  the  climate.  Unfortunaicly, 
however,  there  was  nootlier  alternative.  The 
strilie  not  only  involved  the   question  ol 
out-nursing,  to  which  the  nurses  had  never 
raised  an  objection  although  they  had  at- 
tended many  cases,  but  it  involved  also  a 
degree  of  insubordination  toward  the  di- 
rectors   and   iTiatron    which    no    hospital 
management  anywhere  could' Have  allowed. 
In  instice  to  the  directors  it  should  be  said 
that  while  they  could  not  use  the  hospital 
funds  for  the  support  and  travelling    ex- 
penses oi  a  nurse  who  had  wilfully  broken 
her  contract,  they  offered  to  provide  accom- 
modations for  her  outside  the  hospital  and 
with  a  first-class  passage  home  from  their 
own  pocUets.     This  offer  was  neither  ac- 
cepted, nor  acknowledged.    The  sttiking 
nurses  insisted,  upon  the  reinstatement  of 
the  dismissed  nmse,  ot  her  latnrn  home 
under  exactly  the  same  conditions  as  those 
enjoyed  by  nurses  who  had  fulfilled  their 
contracts  scrupulously  and  satisfactorily.  We 
are  confident  that  the  editor  of  TriM  would 
have  done  very  much  what  the  directors  of 
the  Strangers'  Hospital  did  under  such  cir- 
cumstances.    We  have  refrained  thus  far 
from  any  discussion  of  the  question,  for  we 
have  felt  that  it  could  serve  no  good  pur- 
pose.   The  unwise  appeal  to  TriMi,  how- 
ever, with  the'  purpose  of  prevendng  other 
■nurses  from  coming  to  Bio,  compels  us  to 
.make  these  few  commen'ts.     It  should  be 
remembered  that  these  nurses,  whose  pror 
fessional  duty  requires  ihem  to  go  wherever 
■their  services  are-  needed  independently  of 
any    contract,  not  only  refused  to  go  to  a 
young  giri  stricken  with  yellow   fever,  but 
they  afterwards  tried  to  leave  the  hospital 
•without  a  single  nurse  to  assist  the  matron 
in  caring  for  the  sick.     This  surety  is  not 
-what    any    conscientious    English    nurse 
wouU  do,   or  commend.     If  the  directors 
are  to  be  criticised  as  having  acted  harshly, 
it  is  no  more  than  fair  that  all  these  cir- 
cumstances should  be  made  public.      In 
conclusion,  it  shotdd  be  said  that  the  hos- 
pital  will   soon  be  provided  with  a  new 
nursing  staff  and  that  the  new  contracts 
will  expressly  provide  for  attendance   on 
out-nursing  cases.  ^^^^

The 
Qnaraliim  bridge  is  estimated  to  cost  only  /'So.ooo, 
and  tlie  two  ladways  interested  in  the  work  already 
pay  enough  in  ferry  dues  to  fnmish  5  per  cent,  on 
this  sum.  It  is  lo  be  lioped  that  boili  these  well- 
managed  but  struggling  lines  will  benefit  from  the 
conslrnciion  of  ihe  hndge.—Fi/inun,?/  A'r.t's, 
June  26. 

—Tlie  police  0/  the  pioviiice  of  liuenos  Aires 
have  succeeded  in  anesting  a  famous  train  robber 
of  the  name  of  Gomez,  besides  half  a  dozen  aliases, 
llie  one  by  which  he  was  best  known  being  h'i 
Gallfguito.  Due  to  heqiient  robberies  from  fiei'.;hl 
linins  on  tin:  Siuihein  railway,  the  required  infor- 
ii,:uion  being  given  to  the  police,  and  after  the  com- 
pany have  lost  some  };7o,ooo,  the  thief  has  nt  last 
been  ca|tured.  His  moihis  opi-niiitli  was  as  fol- 
lows: he  w;itclied  the  proceedings  of  londiiig  the 
tram.s,  and  when  he  had  found  one  carrying  mer- 
chaiidise  lo  the  camp  he  left  by  an  earlier  train  for 
some  stanoii  and  then  walked  aloni-  the  line  and 
awaited  the  a.rival  of  the  freight  train.

The  police  in  investigating  the  matter 
questiimed  I'aulo  lleiii,  an  employ^;  of  the  house 
of  Kd,  I'cchei  iv  Co.,  who  declared  that  he  had 
bought  some  of  these  stamps,  supposing  ihem  to 
be  genuine,  for  the  puipose  of  selling  them  to  col- 
lectors as  "eriors." 

—  On  Thursday  it  was  repotted  that  tlic  Poly- 
techiiie  school  was  threatened  wilhan  attack  bv  the 
suspended  pri'ffssors,  Prolessing  to  believe  the 
rtjiort,  the  government  sent  a  large  police  force  lo 
piotecl  the  establishment.  The  suspended  profes- 
sois  informed  the  press  that,  i(  the  alleged  iiiten- 
tion  to  attack  the  scliool  was  attributed  lo  them, 
the  report  was  simply  absurd.

—Some  days  ago  several  witnesses  ueiil  to  one 
of  the  ]iotice  inspectors  for  the  puipose  of  giving 
evidence  in  legaid  to  a  complaint  thai  had  been 
made.  Annoyed  at  being  disturlied,  lie  sent  them 
all  lo  jml,  where  be  l;ept  ihem  for  4S  hours  and 
then  informed  ihem  that  they  must  pay  34$2oo 
each  in  order  to  be  released,  They  succeeded  in 
inducing  him  to  reduce  ihe  amount  to  o:f200,  after 
paying  which  they  were  sel  at  lihcriy.  Is  there 
no  Icg.d  lecouise  against  such  a  police  ofiicja!  ? 

— The  friends  of  liudoU  Hansen,  second  mate  ol 
the  German  \nr]i  Aiiuh'iida,  report  lliat  he  has 
been  missing  since  Sunday  week.  He  came  ashore 
for  the  day  and  wa=;  seen  drunk  in  llie  Largo  da 
Caii'>i:a  in  Ihe  evening.  Since  then  no  irace  of  him 
has  been  discovercii.  The  police  know  nothing. 
The  man  has  a  good  character  on  shipboard,  and 
leaves  clothes  and  money  behind.  It  is  feared 
Ihat  some  accident  or  ciime  has  occurred.  Per- 
haps the  press-gang  can  give  sonic  information. 

— A  liiile  after  (5  p.  m ,  on  SaUir.hay  last  the 
fenyhoat  Qiiiii/.i  lanaifud  speed  into  die  Sao 
Doniingos  landiiii;  jvlace,  sulTering  considerable 
dama^je  and  causing  much  fright  lo  llie  passen- 
gers, none  of  whom,    however,    were  seriously  in 
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angers  was 
rlTecied  with  much  difficulty.  The  accident  is 
aitnbuied  to  the  failure  of  llie  pilot  to  signal  the 
en_t;ineer  on  account  of  the  bell  cord's  being  out  of 
order.  U'heie  is  always  something  out  of  Older 
with  these  peculiarly  managed  companies. 

—The  quarrel  between  free-masons  and  priests 
is  becoming  somewli.it  personal.  In  one  article  the 
grand-niasier  Dr.  Macedo  Soares  says  of  the 
prie^^ts:  "  Vdlains  !  A  cla'^s  the  most  useless, 
subservient  and  dirly,  these  Roman /,7.;Viri'J,  who 
comprehend  nothing  nor  can  they  comprehend,  so 
ignorant  are  t'ley."  To  this  one  of  the  religious 
papers  responds :  "That  diity  and  stink  ni-  animal 
wlio  answeis  to  Ihe  name  of  Macedo  Soares,  that 
most  excellent  bea't,"  elc,  Possibly  it  may  he 
edifyint;  and  instructive  on  both  sides,  but  c'ouhl 
ihey  not  hiie  a  hall  and  have  il  oul  by  tliemselves? 


-Telegrams  of  the  joih  stale  lltat  a  Culian  ex- 
pedition had  surprised  the  Spanish  station  on  Pinos 
i^!and,  ebout  60  kilometres  from  Havana,  which 
was  captured  wiih  all  its  military  stoies  and  the 
prisoners  ihere  were  liberated,  Madrid  telegrams 
sjicak  of  it  ns  a  mutiny  among  the  prisoners  which 
was  siippic'ssed,  although  Ihe  prisoners  escaped  to 
the  foteign  vessels  in  port.  Such  an  explanation  is 
loo  simple  allogelher, 

—The  minister  of  industry  is  said  lo  have  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  the  lira^filian  minister  nt 
Ilrusscls  staling  ihal,  in  his  opinion,  the  icport  in 
regard  to  the  expenditure  of  1,000,000  francs  for

I'l  was  dying  to  fine  ^  f^alUgo  and  jou  have  fallen 
into  my  hands.  Vou  are  arrested."  The  porter 
had  Ihe  morning's  marketing  for  a  neighboring 
hotel  which  the  police  succeeded  in  upsetting  in 
ihe  street.  Ttie  piisoner  was  taken  lo  the  police 
station  and  there  ilischarged.  Tlie  qiiest'On  arises, 
Iherehire,  whether  the  public  must  continue  to 
submit  to  tliese  idiotic  displays  of  authority  on  the 
part  of  petty  officials.  They  should  be  promptly 
fined  or  dismissed  for  such  conduct. 

— '\\\t  JorimPs  statistician  sometimes  gives  us 
a  genuine  surpiise,  After  telling  us  how  the 
laborer's  eflectiveness  depends  on  the  quantity  of 
fresh  beef  which  he  consumes  and  that  this  quan- 
tity averages  120  pounds  per  head  in  the  United 
States,  and  105  pounds  in  Fnt^land,  down  to  23 
pounds  in  Italy,  our  colleague  adds  tliat  the  aver- 
age consumption  in  Rio  dc  Janeiro  is  109  kilo- 
grammes [239.S  pounds]  per  annum,  based  on  an 
average  total  conusnipiion  of  180,000  kilos  a  day 
and  a  population  of  600,000.  On  ihat  basis  Ihe 
Rio  laborer  ought  to  be  a  genuine  donkey  engine 
al  his  work,  when  in  fact  we  know  only  too  well 
that  if  we  get  a  half  day's  work  out  of  him  we  feel 
thai  we  have  done  extremely  well.  There  is  either 
something  wrong  wiili  the  deduction,  or  ihe  figures 
are  surely  at  fault. 


THE  POLYTECHNIC  IMBROGLIO. 

On  last  Tuesday  the  professors  suspended  by  Ihe 
government  made  iheir  appearance  at  the  Poly- 
technic  school  for  the  purpo.sc  of  taking  charge  ol 
iheir  classes,  q'he  government,  however,  had 
stationed  at  the  school  a  detachment  of  20  police- 
men, who  prevented  the  professors  from  entering 
the  building.  The  latter  protested  and  addrepsed 
a  peliiinn  to  the  district  judge  asking  him  to  issue 
an  injunclion  to  the  chief-of-police  and  his  subor- 
dinales  against  ojiposing  tlie  execution  of  his  war- 
rant restorini;  ihe  professors  lo  their  places. 

On  the  following  day  ihey  again  presenied  them- 
selves at  the  school,  which  they  .itill  found  in  the 
])Ossession  of  the  police  force;  but  one  of  iheir 
number.  Dr.  Paulo  Frontin,  succeeded  in  reaching 
his  class-room,  into  whicti  he  was  followed  by  aii 
ensign,  iwo  policemen  and  an  empIoyiJ  of  the 
school,  who  desired  him  to  withdraw.  This  lie 
refused  to  do,  and,  when  the  secretary  of  the  school 
brought  !iim  veibal  instructions  to  that  effect,  lie 
repealed  the  deglatatioii,  which  he  had  already 
made,  that  Ile  would  not  abandon  his  cliair  except 
in  virtue  of  a  written  order  from  the  director  and 
a  ])Ositivc  stalemenl  from  ihe  police  authorities 
that  they  would  use  force  to  eject  him  from  the 
buihling  unless  he  retired  without  compelling  them 
to  resort  to  so  extreme  a  measure. 

Tlie  director  accordingly  sent  him  written  ins- 
tiuctions  to  leave  the  school  and  one  of  the  police 
delegates  infoinieil  him  that,  if  he  did  not  obey 
those  insiiuctioiis,  he  woulil  be  ejected  by  force, 
whereupon,  after  making  a  vigorous  protest,  he 
retired. 

The  professors  then  held  a  meeting  and  resolved 
to  make  use  of  all  legal  means  lor  maintaining 
their  rights.  In  the  meanwhile,  on  Tuesday  the 
district  attorney,  Dr.  Gra^a  .'Xranha,  wrote  to  the 
minister  of  justice  resigning  his  i^lace  and  warmiv 
expressing  bis  indignation  at  the  monstrous  crime 
committed  by  the  government  of  opposing  by  force 
the  cxccuiinn  of  a  warrant  issued  hy  a  couitof 
justice.  Tlie  minister  caused  the  letter  to  be  re- 
turned to  lis  author.

It  is 
said  lhat  ihe  minister  has  placed  two  officials  at 
the  disposition  of  Ihe  commission  as  secretaiies 
and  will  do  eveeything  possible  lo  further  the 
objects  of  the  visit.

—It  would  be  interesting  lo  know  if  iliis  country 
IS  run  solely  ami  especially  for  the  benefit  of 
public  functionaries.  They  have  special  privileges 
their  work  IS  light  or  avoided  altogether,  they  are 
provided  wiih  pensions,  life  tenure,  etc,  they  are 
endowed  wiili  judicial  functions  in  many  cases  they 
are  i.  responsible  generally  for  their  acts,  ihey  have 
l).inks  provided  for  them  and  a  measure  is  now 
before  congress  providing  fadliiies  for  loans  for 
tiiem,  they  are  periniited  to  rob  and  cheat  with 
impunity,  and  they  have  cooperative  associations  to 
reduce  the  costs  of  living  for  them.  What  a 
fortunate  time  they  are  having  ! 

—A  graphic  account  of  the  beginnings  of  gold 
mining  at  Carsevene,  in  tlie  territory  "in  dispute 
heuveen  Brazil  and  French  Guiana,  is  given  by 
Consul  Churchill,  of  Paiamanbo.  The  discovery 
of  gold  was  made  early  in  1894  by  a  person  called 
Deniber,  who  secured  200  kilos  of  gold  before 
lack  of  provisions  compelled  him  to  confide  the 
secret  lo  his  correspondent  in  Cayenne.  The  cor- 
respondent told  somebody  else,  and  ihe  story 
>piead  until  7,000  out  of  a  populniion  of  11,000 
went  to  Carsevene  lo  seek  for  gold.  The  result 
W.1S  an  exportation  ol  gold  worth  ^541, 520  through 
Cayenne  m  1894.  Last  year  the  export  fell  to 
abnut  half  lhat  figure,  owing  to  fights  in  the  dis- 
puted territory  and  to  the  miners  sending  their 
gold  through  Brazil  to  escape  the  heavy  duiies  im- 
posed by  the  authoriiies  of  French  Guiana.  The 
goldfieldisa  no-man's-land,  wiih  no  govemment 
of  any  sort;  claims  are  taken  and  held  only  by 
force,  and  fever  and  dysenleiy  are  constant.  Under 
tliese  circum^tancss,  organised  capital  is  not  likely 
■  be  embarked  in  mining  at  Carsevene.— ivVrtr;/- 
d  Nexvs,  July  n.

—Orders  were  given  by  the  mini-ter  of  finance 
on  Ihe  1st  inst,  fur  the  payment  of  the  2,200,000$ 
to  ihe  Cnmpanhia  Costeira  and  Lage  Irm.i03  re- 
cently voted  by  congress  in  compensation  of  dam- 
ages sustained  during  the  naval  revolt. 

—The  Piesidenl  has  asked  congress  for  a  special 
credit  of  120,000$,  lo  repay  naval  officers  the  2  per 
cent  discounts  on  their  salaries  unduly  enforced 
during  the  naval  revolt.  If  the  exactions  on  the 
civilian  were  as  carefully  coirected,  what  a  hapiDV 
family  we  should  be! 

—On  the  2Sth  ult.  the  governor  of  Sao  Paulo 
promulgated  the  legislative  act  approving  the  sup- 
plementary credit  of  3,000,000$  for  Ihe  immigra- 
tion service  of  Aug.  14,  1S95,  that  of  1,000,000$ 
for  the  same  service  of  Dec.  16,  and  that  of 
1,500,000$  for  the  same  of  April  6th  last.  The 
immigration  service  in  Sao  Paulo  is  proving  to  be 
a  serious  burden  to  the  taxpayers,  who  would  be 
justified  in  asking  what  benefit  they  are  to  derive 
Irom  it.
